CLOSING DEES' MURDER TRIAL. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMBS.) 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. 29.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) The testimony is all in in 
the Lee Dees murder case, in which 
Dees is charged jointly with the killing 
of William Hayes of Imperial. Dees 
and Kinney were both on the witness 
Stand today. Dees told a straightfor- 
ward story, while Kinney was nervous, 
although later he became indifferent 
and amused himself by cracking jokes 
for the entertainment of the jury. 
Dees testified that Hayes and Phil 
Strickler were the ag and that 
the trouble arose over Kitty Fairchild, 
an inmate of the Canvass joint. Hayes 
struck him over the head with a bottle, 
Dees said, and while dazed from this 
blow, Hayes clubbed him with another 
bottle, It was then that Dees used his 
pocket knife on Hayes in self-defense. 
Dees crushed hat and his pocket 
knife were introduced in evidence. The 
impression is that if Dees is found 
guilty of anything it will be of man- 
slaughter rather than murder in the 
owl degree.

POKER HINTS DROPPED. 
SANTA MONICA, Aug. 29.—While 


the recent anti-poker agitation showed 
its hand at several points in the pro- 
ceedings. The first result came in the 
request from John G. Holborow for the 
transfer of his Pier-avenue buffet and 
restaurant license to Joseph Billoloock. 
The second was the presentation of a 
liberally-signed petition from the tem- 
perance workers of the South Side ask- 
ing that the Holborow license be re- 
voked. The petition alleges that gam- 
Diing has been conducted in the hotel 
contrary to law. The petition was laid 
over for one week.
